Definitions, which was effective with fiscal years 

ending June 30, 2011.  The purpose of this 

statement is to improve the usefulness and 

understandability of governmental fund 

information.  This new standard leaves the total 

amount reported as fund balance unchanged, but 

does change the categories and terminology used to 

describe its components. 

 

The audited financial statements for the year ended 

June 30, 2011 were prepared in conformance with 
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GASB Statement No. 54.  However, the County’s 

auditors suggested that a Fund Balance Policy be 

adopted to formalize the process. 

 

This policy relates to only to financial reporting and 

has no impact on the budget process.
